Associated General Contractors, | 
who employ about 400 drivers, | 
o’fered 10 cents above the old | 
$1.90 scale for -a One-year con- 
tract, and an additional 7142 cents 
next May 1 under a two-year 
agreement. The general con- 
tractors also were willing to pay 
a 5-cent premium for heavy haul- 
ing and an additional 2% cents 
for asphalt distribution. The 
union demanded 15 cents now, 
plus the 5-cent heavy hauling 
premium. 

Neville said the union wanted 
an increase of 32% cents, and 
was offered 742 cents. The wage 
rate had been $1.85 for hauling 
on residential construction. 

A “condition” sought by the 
union, and rejected by employ- 
ers, was a “hot cargo” clause un- 
der which drivers could refuse 
to handle the product of any 
company involved in a labor con- 
troversy. Employers contended 
the clause would constitute a 
secondary boycott.

ANOTHER POLISH 
PLOT LANDS Mic’ 


ON DANISH ISLAND

Is Newer Type Than 
First to Escape. 


ROENNE, Bornholm, Denmark, | 
May 20 “AP)—Another Soviet- 
built MIG-15—said to be the Com- 
munist world’s. fastest fighter 
plane—was dumped into Allied 
laps today by a young Polish pilot 
who crash-landed his prize on this 
rocky Baltic island. 


Unconfirmed reports said he 
told Danish police his MIG plane 
was of a newer type than that 
landed on Bornholm on March 5 
in another freedom dash by Polish 
pilot Lt. Franciszek Jarecki. 
The refugee pilot was reported 
to have said he was a close friend 
of Jarecki, whose MIG was the 
first to fall undamaged into the 
hands of Allied experts. Jarecki 
is now in the United States 
where he is seeking citizenship 
so he can become an officer in 
the United States Air Force. His 
plane was returned to Poland 
after it was given a careful check | 
by Western aviation experts. ;_ | 
i 


Police gave out little informa- 
tion except that the pilot had | 
asked for political aslyum. 

An official announcement said 
the pilot today told police he 
broke away from a formation of 
MIG fighters flying over Polish 
territry. 


Bornholm is 60 miles north of 
the Baltic sea coast of Poland. 
Eyewitnesses saia the plane 
circled over Roenne for 75 min- 
"tes before landing »>n a training 
field at Almegaard army camp, a 
few miles north of the city. 

Touching ground at a speed cf 
150 to 175 miles an hour, tie 
plane bounced on several knolls, 
teetered on the edge of several 
ditches and even managed to hop 
some electric wires before coming 
to a stop in a thicket of small 
trees. 

Apparently one of the plane's 
wings was pulled loose and the 
undercarriage smashed, but the 
rest of the plane was intact. The 
pilot stepped out smiling and un- 
scratched. 

The commander immediately 
notified Danish defense and air 
force headquarters in Copen- 
hagen. Air force jet fighter ex- 
perts left immediately from the 
capital to examine the plane. 

Western military experts gen- 
erally consider a MIG-15 a prize 
catch. About three weeks ago, 
the United Nations command in 
the Far East offered- $100,000 to 
any Communist pilot in Korea 
who brought his MIG-15 undam- 
aged to the Allied side. Thus 
far, there has been no announce- 
ment of any takers. 

At the time of the offer by 
Gen. Mark Clark, a United States 
Air Force spokesman in .Wash- 
ington said it applied only to 
flyers of Russian-type jets op- 
erating in the Korean war area, 
not to those in Europe.

JEFFERSON CITY, May 20 — 
The Missouri Senate and House, 


hopelessly deadlocked in a typi- 
cal session-ending fight on ap- 
propriations, continued today to 
spar for the upper hand in their 
battle over funds for state elee- 
mosynary institutions. 

A smoldering inter-house feud 
broke violently into the open 
when the Joint Senate-House 
Conference Committee, which has 
been attempting to settle differ- 
ences over the proposed $730.- 
000,000 state budget, walked off 
the job last night after failing to 
reach an agreement on allotments 
for state mental hospitals. 

Unless the stalemate is broken, 
the Legislature could end its | 
1953 regular’ session on the May 
31 adjournment deadline without 
passing the budget bills. This 
vould leave state departments, 
institutions and welfare programs 
without operating funds when 
the new 1953-55 biennium begins 
July 1. 

Assembly Would Be Recalled. 

Such an eventuality would 
force Gov. Phil M. Donnelly to 
call the Assembly back to work 
almost immediately in specia! ses- 
sion for final enactment of the 
vital appropriation measures. 

However, if the present contro- 
versy follows the usual pattern, 
the embattled Senate and House 
will continue their wrangling for 
a day or so before cooler lezisla- | 


tive heads prevail and force | 


Crux of the dispute is a Senate 
of $4,880,000 in the H - 
approved operating funds for Mis- 
souri’s seven mental institutions, 
including the St. Louis State Hos- 
pital. 

As matters now stand, the Sen- 
ate feels it has the upper hand. 
It could quit work for the session, 
leaving the House the choice of

Charges “Scare” Attempt.

It was reported that Senate 
members of the Joint Conference 
Committee offered to restore $1.- 
200,000 for the employment of 
additional doctors, psychiatrists 
and psychiatric nurses.

WASHINGTON, May 20 (AP)—

The testimony came from Rob- 
ert Kennedy at a public hearing 
before the Senate Investigations 
subcommittee of which he is an 


assistant counsel. It drew angry 
comment from some of the Sena- 
tors present. 

Senator McCarthy ‘Rep.), Wis- 
consin, the commmittee chairman, 
said he would have a letter to 
Eisenhower drawn up this after- 
noon. 

Kennedy’s Testimony. 

In the hearing Kennedy testi- 
fied that: 

1, Western Allies’ trade with 
Red China has shown “tremen- 
dous” increases, and 100 ships 
flying the British flag have en- 
gaged in the China trade in the 
first three and a half months of 
this year. 

2. Every country among the 
United States allies has hauled 
at least one cargo to the Reds, 
containing items which Washing- 
ton considers to be “strategic” | 
but which the Allied powers con- | 
tended were non-strategic. | 

3. The Defense Department has | 
refused to name either the dis- | 
puted commodities he mentioned | 
in Point 2 or the ships which | 
carried them, on ground that this 


is “classiifed” information.

Texas's views were unveiled as 
the Interior Committee continued 
hearings on legislation dealing 
with that area of the continental 
shelf not covered by the recently 
passed quitclaim bill, to be signed 
this week by President Eisen- 
hower. 

The latter measure renounces 
all federal rights to the inner 
continental shelf, from low tide 
seaward to the “historic” bounda- 
ries of the coastal states, which 
are claimed as far out as 1044 
miles in the case of Louisiana. 

The House originally had 
sought to incorporate in the quit- 
claim bill provisions affirming 
federal jurisdiction and control 
of the outer shelf.

The subcommittee. said it had | 
been “to a large degree success- 
full” in obtaining “a common 
agreement within the electric 
utility organizations of the region 
on the problem of power supply 
and requirements.” 

No Firm Commitments. | 

It noted, however, that although 
private utilities had predicted they | 
would be able to expand suffi- 
ciently to take care of the major 
part of the power demand, such 
assurances “do not necessarily 
represent firm commitments” but 
rather reflected “the willingness 
and intent of these utilities to 
make the enumerated supplies 
available.” 

Major federal power plants al- 
ready are tied into private utility 
transmission lines. As new pub- 
lic projects are completed these 
interconnections will be extended, 
the report said, so that the two 
power systems can supplement 
each other and permit maximum 
output by both. 

Federal lines are expected to 
be limited to connections between 
the dams themselves, with some 
exceptions. Many public dis- 
tributors now obtain public power 
over private utility lines, paying 
transmission charges.

Phillips said no essential vet- 
erans’ services would be abolished 
or curtailed by the reductions 
proposed, and there would be no 
reduction in the number of hos- 
pital beds originally planned for 
next year. 

The new hospitals on which the

Need for Legislation. 


Iowa, Kansas, South Dakota 
and Minnesota, the southwestern 
corner of which lies in the basin, 
have “reasonably effective” laws 
for controlling water pollution, 
the report stated, but Missouri 
and Nebraska lack comprehen- 
sive legislation. 

Missouri’s laws are limited in 
scope and apply only to nuisances 
or to the effects of pollution on 
public health through water sup- 
plies, the investigators com- 
= adding that “a rather 

igh degree” of pollution control 
has been achieved by the state’s 
agencies without the help of ade- 
quate legislation. 

“There is, in general, a lack 
of legislation allowing state water 
pollution control agencies to en- 
ter into official compacts with 
other state groups, the Federal 
Government or other organiza- 
tions,” the report continued. 

“The principai deterrent to 
water pollution control programs 
has been a lack of appropriations 
which results in unfavorable sal- 
ary scales and consequent’ exces- 
sive personnel turnover.” 


Need for Co-operation Cited. 


Pollution control ig9.-the Kan- 
sas City’s metropolifam area re- 
quires co-operation between Mis- 
souri and Kansas, the report con- 
tinued. 

Minimum flews to be main- 
tained in the Missouri river to 
prevent objectionable effects of 
organic wastes: Were recom- 
mended; listed in percentages of 
summer season flow, these ranged 
from 100 per cent in June, July 
and August to 45 per cent in 
March, April, October and No- 
vember. 

The practice of dumping gar- 
bage and refuse in streams, before 
or after hog-feeding operations, 
should be discontinued, the report 
continued, and dump sites along 
stream banks should be aban- 
doned. 

Investigators concluded that 
waste treatment needs in the five- 
state area call for 115 new mu- 
nicipal and 63 industrial plants;

15,000 Routed From Homes, 
$100,000,000 Loss From

BATON ROUGE, La., May 20 
(AP)—A south wind backed up 
flood waters today that should 
have drained into the Gulf of 
Mexico. The flood caused more 
than $100,000,000 in damage to 
property and farm crops and 
routed 15,000 Louisianians from 
their homes.

The Bi-State Agency is modeled 
after the Port of New York 
Authority, created by the states 
of New York and New Jersey in 
1921 and in turn modeled after 
the Port of London Authority.

The broad objective of Stalin's 
policy was to rush through the 
belated industrial revolution in 
Russia and not slacken the pace 
until the Soviet Union had 
achieved parity with the more ad- 
vanced societies of the West. This 
was to be done by the swift ex- 
pansion of industry, by reorganiz- 
ing agriculture so that it could 
feed the vastly increased town 
population, and by concentrating 


It was to be done at the immediate 
expense of the consumer’s desires 
or even needs. This policy was in- 
augurated in 1928 by the first five- 
year plan. 

The starvation of light industry 
and the consumer in the interests 
of heavy industry has continued 
ever since. Where has it brought 
the Soviet Union?

ures far higher than those given 
by Stalin seven years later, in 
1946, for realization by 1960. For, 
after 1939, quite apart from the 
catastrophe of war, two things 
happened to confound Soviet cal- 
culations. 


The first was that America re- 
covered from its depression and 
showed itself even before the war 
capable of exceeding its 1929 pro- 
duction. In the second place, 
the. stimulus of war revolution- 
ized the whole of American pro-

spending and high taxation last year led many 
voters to expect that taxes would be cut prompt- 
ly by the Eisenhower Administration. In the 
face of this unfortunate expectation, the Presi- 
dent has courageously opposed the Reed bill— 
the first measure introduced in the new House 
—to cut the federal income tax 10 per cent 
beginning July 1. Now he has set himself 
squarely against federal tax cuts or lapses of 
any kind in this first year of his Administration. 

The White House’s tax program for 1953 is 
easily outlined. It is as follows: 


1..Extend the excess profits tax for six 
= beyond its expiration date, June 30, 


2. Repeal the 5 per cent reduction in the 
corporation income tax, now scheduled to go 
into effect April 1, 1954. 


8. Continue the excise taxes on their 
present basis until a study of excise taxa- 
tion, concerning which executive recom- 
a will be made next January, can 

made. 


4. Do not advance to July 1 the effective 
date of the 10 per cent cut in federal tax 
on individual incomes, which existing legis- 
lation provides for next Jan. 1. 

The President included another point, name- 
ly a delay in the scheduled one-half per cent 
increase in old-age security payments, now due 
Jan. 1. Social security withholdings are not 
taxes in the same sense that income and excise 
taxes are, and do not properly belong in an 
evaluation of the Administration’s tax program. 
They do, however, affect cash revenues and the 
Treasury's deficit or surplus position. 

In proposing this tax program, the President 
is in conflict with the record of Chairman Reed 
and the Republican majority on the powerful 
House Ways and Means Committee. The Re- 
publicans have not only reported out the Reed 
income tax cut bill. They have also voted 
unanimously to allow the excess profits tax to 
die. This tax, which produces $1,500,000,000 an- 
nually, cannot be extended without positive ac- 
tion by Congress—action which normally begins 
in the Ways and Means Committee. Extension 
may require extraordinary legislative efforts, 

The President faces the present situation 
realistically. If the Republican campaign of 
1952 “overpromised,” to use a current Washing- 
ton descriptive term, it is in the White House’s 
favor that a second mistake on taxes will not be 
added to the first with its sanction. 

Citizens in this area can take satisfaction in 
knowing that most of their Representatives and 
Senators will support the President. .He needs 
it and he deserves it. 
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‘Dead in the Carolinas’ 

In sentencing 19 Ku Klux Klansmen in North 
Carolina, Federal District Judge Don Gilliam 
said that the Klan “now is dead in the Caro- 
linas.” The Klan would not be dead had it not 
been for two North Carolina weekly newspapers, 
which earlier this month received the Pulitzer’ 
prize for their courageous work. , 

Probably few readers will remember the 
names of these little weeklies. Their combined 
circulation, along the Carolinas’ boundary, is 
less than 7000. Yet for two years their editors, 
working independently, resisted ‘personal and 
political threats to expose the illegal dirty work 
of the men in the robes and masks. In the end, 
the Justice Department: moved in. More than 
100 Klansmen were convicted, and 19 have just 
been sentenced for a kidnaping and flogging. 

The two editors who won journalism’s high- 
est award can now publish, as their final cita- 
tion, what Judge Gilliam said. It is the obituary 
of the Carolina Klan. It will make good reading 
in the Whiteville News Reporter and the Tabor 
City Tribune. 
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Mr. Ehrhardt’s Good Beginning 

Oscar A. Ehrhardt has begun his term as 
School Board president with a sound statement 
of objectives and an important shakeup of the 
board’s standing committees. Both moves will 
give heart to those who have fought so long 
and so hard for progress in the schools. 

The realignment of the committees gives 
the board’s six improvement-minded members 
practical control of the instrugtion, finance and 
building committees. Thus their views will come 
up to the full board not as minority reports, but 
as majority recommendations. In effect, the re- 
form bloc now has the responsibility for the 
first time of writing proposed policy. And when 
Mr. Ehrhardt goes along it will become School 
Board policy. 

His statement of objectives lends real promise

We have Senator Taft's word for it that any: 
body who supported this bill accepted the phi- 
losophy of the Socialists.

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The Last Chance 


To its great credit the House Conference Com- 
mittee has been firm with its opposite numbers 
from the State Senate on reasonably adequate 
appropriations for Missouri’s mental hospitals 
and for the University of Missouri. A joint 
conference committee is deadlocked on the ques- 
tion, and we hope that its House members stick 
to their guns. 

A much better case has been made for 
the hospital and university appropfiations voted 
by the House than for many another item 
slipped into the state budget with no fuss at 
all. If the Senators are so solicitous about econ- 
omy, why did they not bring this attitude to 
their consideration of old-age pension increases 
—increases beyond the amounts supplemented 
by federal funds? Why did they not insist on a 
law which would permit the state to recover at 
least some of its pension payments after death 
from those pensioners who leave substantial 
properties?

Their improvement, as 
we have said before, is a matter of conscience. 

Conceivably a state might be pardoned if it 
neglected its parks or its highways, but what 
excuse is there for neglecting the most unfor- 
tunate of its human~ beings—especially when 
adequate treatment might restore many of these 
to useful living and take the cost of their care 
off the state’s shoulders? 

Fortunately there is still a last chance in 
Jefferson City to do the right thing. 
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Land Protection for All the People 

How much an alert and promptly expressed 
public opinion can achieve appears likely to be 
demonstrated this week in Congress. Hearings 
are now being held on the bill adversely af- 
fecting 80,000,000 acres of federal grazing lands 
in the National Forests. As the hearings opened 
the feeling was general that the bill had been 
stopped in its tracks. 

The bill is sponsored by three Republicans— 
Representative D’Ewart of Montana in the House 
and Senators Butler of Nebraska and Barrett 
of Wyoming in the Senate. Senator Barrett, a 
newcomer to the Senate, says that the bill pro- 
vides nothing new and that its only purpose is 
to stabilize the western cattle industry, 

Many westerners think otherwise. They see 
in the bill an attempt to convert the privilege 
of grazing in the National Forests into a legal 
right. They object to establishing these 20,000 
permits on a more or less permanent basis, with 
the right to buy, sell and bequeath. They take 
the position that it is more important to protect 
these federal forest lands than it is to make 
grazing more profitable or even merely more 
stable. 

How vocal is this feeling against the new 
grazing bill can be judged from the excerpts 


’ from newspaper opinion in Colorado, Wyoming, 


Idaho and Utah, reprinted in today’s Mirror of 


Publie Opinion. Some western editors go so far . 


as to say that this bill would enable the big 
operator to force out the gmall rancher. Others 
say it would contribute to overgrazing and hence 
to erosion and ruination of forest land. 

This ground swell of opposition is being reg- 
istered at the congressional hearing. At the same 
time, the protection of federal preserves by the 
National Forest Service is being praised. It is

Washington hearings on the “stockmen’s 
bill,” which would give a few ranchers a 
perpetual vested interest in the national 
forests, are scheduled to begin on May 20. 


Meantime a tremendous storm of oppo- 
sition to the bill is brewing throughout 
the public land states. The protests are 
coming from water conservation groups, 


from wildlife and recreational groups, lead- - 


ing newspapers and—significantly enough 
—from many small ranchers. 


These small ranchers, many of whom 
have forest grazing permits, know that 
the “stockmen’s bill” would enable a few 
large ranch operators to gain virtual con- 
trol of forest forage for their own use 
within a period of a very few years. 

The primary purpose of the bill is to 
convert grazing permits into firm legal 
rights which permit-holders could sell or 
lease and to turn over to the courts much 
of the administrative authority that the 
forest service now holds over the most 
important lands of the public domain. 


Many average ranchers are resentful 
because they believe the forest-grabbing 
efforts of some of the larger operators 
will cause public distrust of the entire 
livestock industry. 


The West should be able to speak with 


almost a unanimous voice against the vest- 
ed interest when hearings are held by the 
House Subcommittee on Public Lands, for 
here is a threat so great, that nearly every 
community in 14 Western states would be 
affected by it.

“The right way,” Bishop Mar- 
tin said, “is to stand without com- 
promise for Christian truth and 
action and to point out clearly

“The wrong way is to pin a 
Communist label on soc lib- 
erals and advocates of reform—a 
procedure widely resorted to to 
day.

40 natural gas Wallgren 
transmission companies have ap- 
plied to the Federal Power Com- 
mission for rate increases that 
total more than $170,000,000 a 
year. 


This is the amount to be added 
to the consumer's ‘annual gas bill 
in one way or another. 

Actually, $145,000,000 of the 
increase is already in effect even 
though the FPC has not reached 
any determination on the applica- 
tions from companies serving vir- 
tually the whole country. 


Narrow-Basis of Choice. 


FPC regulations permit the 
companies to put the increases 
into effect after five months re- 
ardless of whether a decision has 
en handed down, Then if the 
commission finally decides the 
increase is too high, the company 
must make a refund to consumers 
who have paid the higher rate, 
The choice that the commission 
has in these rate cases is pretty 
narrow because of a basic decision 
taken three years ago. It goes 
back to the pressure exerted by 
the big oil and gas producers on 
the Truman Administration. 
Senator Robert Kerr (Dem.), 
Oklahoma, a millionaire many 
times over, with important oil 
and .gas interests, sponsored a 
bill to deny the Federal Power 
Commission the right to regulate 
the price of gas at the welP*head. 


Senator Kerr’s-Argument.

Ike Names ‘Utilities Man’ & 


It is not merely the house- 
holder who is affected. A great 
deal of industry has converted in 
recent years to natural gas. Thus 
the increase will enter into the 
prices of many things. And, 
significantly, it comes as farm 
prices have been dropping. 

President Eisenhower named as 
the new chairman of the Power 
Commission Jerome K. Kuyken- 
dall. He was formerly Public 
Service Commissioner in the 
State of Washington. Advocates 
of low cost public power in ‘the 
Northwest criticized the appoint- 
ment, charging that Kuykendall 
was a “utilities’ man” who had 
approyed increases for private 
companies while municipally- 
owned systems were lowering 
their rates.

The three Harvard teachers |

Dr. Wendell H. Furry, 46 years | 
old, associate professor of physics, 
a Harvard teacher since 1934. Dr. 
Furry was adjudged guilty of 
misconduct for refusing on two 
occasions to answer the questions 
of the House Committee on Un- 
American Activities. He told the 
Harvard Corporation he was a 
Communist from 1938 to 1947. Dr. 
Furry was held guilty of “grave 
misconduct” during his term as a 
party member. 

Dr. Helen Deane Markham, 36, 
assistant professor of anatomy, a 
teacher in the medical school 
since 1944. Dr. Markham was 
found guilty of misconduct for re- 
fusing to tell the Senate internal 
security subcommittee if she had 
ever been a Communist. The 
corporation said Dr. Markham “is 
not and never has been a member 
of the Communist party.” Her 
husband, George F. Markham, is 
Massachusetts educational di- 
rector of the International Fur 
and Leather Workers Union. 

Leon J. Kamin, 25, teaching 
fellow in social relations, a part- 
time faculty member since 1951. 
Kamin, the corporation said, 
“dropped out of the party in 
1950, before he became a teach- 
ing fellow.” He balked at answer- 
ing questions before the House 
committee. 

The case that remains to be 
decided by the corporation in- 
volves Dr. Daniel Fine, 29, a 
teaching fellow in medicine, who 
also refused to testify about Com- 
munist party membership before 
the House committee. He is also 
on the staff of the Peter Ben? 
Brigham Hospital and his case is 
being considered jointly with the 
hospital trustees.

“What we are actually trying 
to do is build up. strong states 
around the boundaries of the 
area controlled by the Soviet 
Union to a point where they can 
defend themselves,” he said. 

Describing religion and oil as 
the two keys to the entire Middle 
| East, he said that area is a spirit-

population of the. world and 
_added, speaking of oil: “Fine 
lubricant that it is, politically it 
‘can cause more friction than it 
can relieve.” 

He concluded: “The region as 
a whole, therefore, is a sensitive 
barometer of the moods and 
temper, the problems and pros- 
pects of a world whose fate has 
become indivisible but whose 
nations are not yet united.”

The ILO has come in for criticism 
from some Senators and others in 
connection with the resolution of 
‘| Senator Bricker (Rep.), Ohio, to 
limit the executive branch of the 
Government ‘in making. agree- 
ments with other countries. 

Critics have said that by adher- 
ing to ILO covenants, the United 
States might find itself committed 
to sweeping. internal social 
changes not enacted by Congress. 

Durkin, without referring to 
this criticism, replied to it direct-. 
and | ly, however, by saying: 

“Instead of an _ international 
legislative body, the ILO was cre- 
ated with no powers beyond that 
of recommendation. Its confer- 
ences, instead of adopting ‘legis- 
lation’ which member countries 
would be obliged to make effec- 
tive, develop suggested labor 
standards. Each country decides 
for itself whether it will take any 
action on these suggested stand- 
ards.” 

Cites Benefit to U. S. 


Durkin said it was to this coun- 
try’s self-interest to co-operate 
with the ILO because, he said, it 
helps improve labor and living 


of

standards throughout the world 
and helps create more markets 
for United States goods. 


Durkin said it was much better 
to improve foreign labor stand- 
ards than to set up United States 
tariff walls to defend domestic 
industries against low labor costs 
abroad. However, he said he rec- 
ognized there are “some problem 
cases” warranting protective tar- 
iffs. 


“It is of great importance to 
us that some of the worst forms 
of labor standards competition— 
use of child labor, long hours of 
work, unsafe conditions—have be- 
come the subject of agreed inter- 
national standards,” he said, “Dur- 
ing the life of the ILO, countries 
have taken steps to correct these 
' conditions.”

Almost a fourth of all Ameri- 
can families had incomes of less 
than $1000 a year. Less than half 
had as much as $3000.

Rising costs add still further 
to the economic difficulties of 
families. Obviously most families 
will neyer have anything like the 
incomes which some people re- 
gard as necessary to support a. 
family. 

The question, “Can we afford 

marry?”, must depend upon the 
bride and groom for its answer. 
A. discussion of the following 
questions may help in providing 
such an answer: 

How much income are you both 
accustomed to? 

Could you get along happily on 
less if necessary? 

What are your responsibilities 
for the support of relatives? 

In estimating your probable 
costs after marriage, figure that 
two can live as cheaply as two. 

What is it now costing both of 
you to live? If the prospective 
wife is living with her parents, 
estimate the money value of what 
she is now receiving from her 
family, such as room, board, med- 
ical and dental service, and per- 
haps an allowance. In facing your 
financial problems, do not expect 
to start in where your parents 
are now, either. 

Does the word “budget” scare 
you? A budget is only a plan to 
get the most from your income. 
Can you afford this or that? How 
do you know unless your income 
is budgeted? Do you find it hard 
to make ends meet to pay all the 
bills? Do you wonder “where it 
has all gone?” Before you plan 
your budget, here are some facts 
you should bear ii mind.

XPENSES for various items 

will not be the same for each 

month or each year. In winter 
the fuel costs will run high, in 
spring and fall the clothing bills. 
Some years there will be extra 
expenses, such as a new car or a 
baby. 

Changes in the condition of the 
country at large also profoundly 
affect family planning. Families 
vary in their interests and desires. 
Some wish to spend more for one 
item, and some for another. In 
view of all these factors, it is 
hardly sound to say that a family 
should spend a certain senpieiion 
of its income for food, rent, cloth- 
ing, or any other particular item. 

Each family must work out its 
own budget in the light of its in- 
come and desires. 

Many families of modest income 
could raise their standard of liv-

ing by dropping some of the lux- 
uries which eat up. so much of 
their earnings, Such as: 

Entertaining and Dining Out: 
Couples naturally want to enter- 
tain guests. One couple substi- 
tuted sandwiches and games for 
drinks and got away with it. Such 
savings may mean the difference 
between going into debt or keep- 
ing ahead. Meals eaten out may 
cost several dollars a week more 
than meals eaten in. All right, if 
you want to spend your money 
that way. But don’t complain 
about not being able to afford a 
new pair of shoes. 

Expensive Apartments: In most 
cities, it’s possible to rent com- 
fortable apartments at prices 
much less than that charged for 
places with swanky addresses. 
One couple who moved from an 
expensive place used the differ- 
ence in rent in a single year to 
buy a good watch, an electric sew- 
ing machine. a fur. scarf, an extra 
radio, two good pieces of furni- 
ture and a second-hand type- 
writer. What a simple way to 
raise your standard of living! 

Proving You're Better than the 
Joneses: This is the most expen- 
sive luxury of all. A woman was 
considering two sets of dishes, 
one of which cost $100, and the 
other $150. She ordered the more 
expensive set without hesitation. 
She wanted the best, she said. 
After the dishes were delivered 
the store owner caller. The clerk 
had mixed the price tags. Her 
dishes were the $100 set. Instead 
of getting her $50 back, she or- 
dered the set which she had re- 
jected. She was not buying dishes, 
but purchasing a feeling of im- 
portance.

West strongly su 
that things were very rotten in 
Denmark from his own point of 
view, and he tried desperately to 
right the situation by underlead- 
ing his club ace. If East had the 
K-Q blank, he could return a dia- 
mond and West could ruff away 
the king which West sensed was 
in the closed hand; then West 
could put his partner in again with 
a club and let him cash a dia- 
mond trick or two. 


This was not a bad idea on 
West's part, but it didn’t work out 
because of South’s singleton c)ub. 
South ruffed the second club un- 
derlead from West, and then 
could easily collect four heart 
tricks via the finesse. The upshot 
was that South made two over- 
tricks for a total score of 1270 
points. 

It was East, of course, who was 
responsible for this debacle. His 
reopening two-diamond call was 
certainly questionable enough, but 
his leave-in of his partner's dou- 
ble was outrageous. Obviously, 
he would take few tricks indeed 
against a spade contract, and 
though it was quite possible that 
West might have trap-passed over 
one spade, there was certainly no 
assurance to that effect. A “bal- 
ancing” bid such as East made, 
after an opening bid has been 
passed around, does not guarantee 
much defensive power, but the re- 
opener cannot wash his hands of 
all responsibility.
